ANALYSIS / ADDITIONAL INFORMATION: The Texas Commission on Environmental Quality is allocating grant funds for
the continuation of whole air monitoring efforts. This funding provides core critical capacity for field operations and to
develop sampling plans and procedures. On November 25, 2020, Austin was informed that it would receive an
additional $169,941 in grant funds for these efforts and the grant period's expiration date will be extended from April
30, 2022 to August 31, 2022, bringing the total grant amount to $589,941.

The General Fund will not be required to contribute additional funds beyond those currently budgeted to this grant.
When the grant funds expire, the Austin Public Health Department’s need for continuing funding will be evaluated and
may be denied.
